WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 
President Eisenhower today 
ordered the discontinuance, ef- 
fective Aug. 25, of draft de- 
ferments because of fatherhood 
unless draftees can show ex- 
treme hardship and privation 
would result. 

Under an executive order 
which the White House said was 
designed to correct .“a serious 
inequity,” all registrants now de- 
ferred as fathers will continue to 
be deferred. But after Aug. 25 
those between 1844 and 26 years 
of age not now so deferred can- 
not use fatherhood as a basis for 
attaining exemption except in 
extreme hardship cases. 

Officials said the order was 
designed to end the practice of 
registrants getting “double de- 
ferments” by obtaining 
rary deferment as students, agri- 
cultural workers, or workers in 
critical occupations, and mean- 
while getting married and be- 
coming fathers, thus getting a 
continuing deferment. 

Result of Practice. 

Under this practice, the White 
House said, the double defer- 
ments have resulted in the call- 
ing up for duty of many younger 
registrants earlier than they 
normally would have been called 
in order to fill monthly military 
quotas, 

Older reservists also have been 
ealled up earlier than otherwise 
would be necessary and in ad- 
dition, the multiple deferments 
were said to have jeopardized 
many bona-fide occupational de- 
ferments. 

Local boards were described 
as reluctant to grant occupa- 


tional deferments, or 

to permit vegiettante te ten 
college or work on farms, if they 
believed the registrants might 
become fathers during their tem- 
porary deferment period and 
“thus escape service perma- 
nently.” 


THREE KILLED IN COLLAPSE

SCARSDALE, N.Y., July 11 
(AP)—The body of a third vic- 
tim was recovered early today by 
rescue workers digging through 
debris caused by the collapse 
yesterday of a four-story office’ 
building construction job. 

Last night, searchers - recov- 
ered the bodies of Lloyd Wood- 
ruff and Carmine Tedeschi, both 
of New York City. A third vic- 
tim, identified as Raymond de 
Gregory of White Plains, N.Y., 
was found shortly before 5 a.m. 

Ten other workmen were in- 
jured when a corner of the 
building buckled as they poured 
concrete on what was to be the 
roof. The men dropped in a 
shower of wet concrete, timber 
and steel.

NOODLUMS RUN 
UNMETERED CABS 


===\AT AIRPORT HERE 


Gouge Customers, Fight 
Rivals With Little In- 
terference From 
County Sheriff. 


Hoodlum drivers of some un- 
metered taxicabs have subjected 
air travelers at Lambert- St. 
Louis Field to serious harass- 
ments in recent months with lit- 
tle done by Sheriff Arthur C. 
Mosley to check them, the Post- 
Dispatch was told today. 


St. Louis police have received. 


numerous reports of trouble at 
the airport, including fights 
among the drivers, charging of 
excessive fees and damage to 
travelers’ bags as drivers battle 
over who will haul the fare. The 
city has no law enforcement au- 
thority, however, as the airport 
is in Mosley’s jurisdiction. 

The influxsof hoodlums into 
the taxicab business at Lambert 
parallels a growing laxness of 
law enforcement, which has led 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly and At- 
torney General John M. Dalton 
to order a thorough investiga- 
tion of conditions in St. Louis 
county. 

Central figure in the taxicab 
disturbances is Vito Cusumano, 
domineering part-owner of one 
of the new unmetered taxicab 
companies, police and airport 
authorities told the Post-Dis- 
patch. He had directed his 
drivers to run roughshod over 
operators of established cabs, it 
was said. 

Ruled With Iron Hand. 

Police said Cusumano has ruled 
with an iron hand, ordering red 
caps to take baggage to only his 
carriers, telling travelers what 
cabs they must take and slugging 
drivers of other cabs who object 
to his methods. 

Cusumano, when he was ar- 
rested for investigation by St. 
Louis police last April 23, said 
he had been driving for the Air- 
Way Cab Co., but had quit and 
was operating independently. 
Records in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State at Jefferson City 
show, however, that incorpora- 
tion papers for Air-Way Cab. Co. 
were filed last May 4 by Cusu- 
mano’s wife, Rosalie, and Charles 
M. Shaw, Clayton criminal law- 
yer, who were listed as incor- 
porators. 

David E. Leigh, manager of 
the airport, said the situation 
got so far out of hand at one 
time that drivers were soliciting 
fares at counters of airlines in

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 
~The Senate’s two top tax ex- 
perts promised today to try to 
give President Eisenhower's pro- 
posed six-month extension of 
the excess profits tax quick pas- 
sage Senate after its 


biggest legislative triumph of 
the session by passing 
measure 325 to 77. 

The House overwhelmingly 
rejected a motion to send the 
bill back to committee, then 
passed it. Voting for passage 
were 169 Republicans and 156 
Democrats. Against it were 38 
Republicans, 38 Democrats and 
one independent, Representative 
Reams of Ohio. 

Southern Opposition. 

Administration leaders were 
pleased with the big margin 
they were able to pile up on 
the final: vote. Most of the 
Democratic opposition came 
from southern members of the 
party. 

The bill revives the tax, which 
expired June 30, and continues 
it to next Jan. 1. Under it the 
Government takes up to 82 per 
cent of corporation profits above 
those established under the law 
as “normal.” 

Senators Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, and George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, the chairman and senior 
Democrat respectively on the 
tax-writing Finance Committee, 
threw their full weight behind 
quick approval in the Senate. 

The bill is expected to have 
a much smoother road in the 
Senate with all of the leaders 
committed to it. In the House, 
its chances nearly were wrecked 
by the adamant opposition of 
78-year-old Chairman Daniel A. 
Reed (Rep.), New York, of the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

Strategy in Senate. 

The Administration strategy 
in the Senate obviously was to 
try to get the bill passed with- 
out amendment. That would 
send it to Ejisenhower’s desk 
with no need for a conference 
with the House—a parley in 
which Reed would head the 
House group. 

However, this strategy faces 
an obstacle. Under the rule 
which governed House debate 
yesterday, no floor amendment

MONTGOMERY .., Ala., July 
11 (AP) — The United States 
Public Health Service says it 
may be “a little early” to tell 
whether the drop in Montgom- 
ery county polio cases is due to 
mass inoculations with gamma 
globulin. 

The federal agency comment- 
ed late yesterday on an official 
announcement here that the 
blood derivative had curbed a 
near epidemic. 

The Washington statement 
called the results so far “appar- 
ently most promising,” however. 

State health officer D. G. Gill 
and the Montgomery county 
health officer, Dr. A. H. Gra- 
ham, issued the report claiming 
success yesterday morning. More 
than 31,000 children were in- 
oculated last week. 

Montgomery county’s ninety- 
first polio case of the year had 
been recorded today but it was 
only the seventh since mass vac- 
cinations began June 30. In the 
10 days before the program be- 
gan, there were 27 cases.

WASHINGTON, July 11—The 
Soviets may adopt tougher poli- 
cies both at home and abroad 
following the arrest of secret 
police chief Lavrenty P. Beria, 
the Big Three foreign ministers 
think. 

Moscow is likely to halt its 
“peace offensive” of the past 
several months and go back to 
traditional Communist aggres- 
siveness in its dealings with the 
free world, the ministers agreed 
at the opening session of a five- 
day conference they began here 
yesterday. 

The ministers also agreed that 
the Soviets may now clamp 


the Russian and satellite peo- 
ples, thus reversing the Krem- 
lin’s recent policy of liberalizing 
its rule. 
- Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, acting British Foreign 
Sécretary Lord Salisbury and 
French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault made this appraisal of 
future Russian policy as they 
entered on their second day of 
conversations today, a high offi- 
cial source revealed. 

The three ministers resumed 
their discussion of the Soviet 
problem this morning.

Eisenhower Proposes

The United States proposal 

yesterday, to begin immediate 
delivery of $15,000,000 worth of 
food to Germany's Soviet-con- 
trolled eastern zone, was made 
directly to Moscow. 
That by-passed the East Ger- 
man Communist Government, 
which the United States has nev- 
er recognized, and put the issue 
squarely up to the Kremlin, 
which just rocked Lavrenty P. 
Beria from his No. 2 perch as 
boss of the Soviet secret police. 
The Communists’ choice lay 
between accepting help from the 
Americans they call “decadent 
capitalists” and rejecting aid 
whose humanitarian aspects can- 
not escape the restive peoples of 
the satellite countries. 

Offer Beamed to World. 
The Voice of America radio 
which beams news to the world 
for the State Department gave 
global coverage to the food of- 
fer. A Voice official said it was 
presented fully and as another 
indication of this country’s will- 
ingness to help the unfortunate. 
White House officials said 
most of the food would come out 
of existing surpluses held by the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
under the Government's price 
support program. But some of 
the commodities, like sugar, 
would have to be purchased out-

under authority of the mutual 
security law which permits the

Two days later the talks were 
recessed indefinitely after the 
Communists demanded that the 
United Nations command round 
up the escaped prisogers and 
guarantee that South Korea 
would observe an armistice. 

The talks resumed Thursday 
after an exchange of letters be- 
tween Gen. Clark and the Com- 
munist high command. 

Negotiators Meet Twice. 

United Nation and Communist 
negotiators held two meetings 
today—one lasting 27 minutes in 
the morning and the other a 23- 
minute afternoon session. Both 
were secret. They will meet 
again tomorrow. 

Rhee earlier had told report- 
ers he presumed Washington 
knew about his “friendly under- 
standing” and that a “final de- 
cision will come from the United 
States.” 

Observers believed Rhee re- 
ferred to a mutual security pact 
with the United States, appar- 
ently promised by Robertson but 
which needs consent of Con- 
gress. 

The other half of the United 
States truce mission to Seoul— 
former Ambassador to Japan 
Robert Murphy—also was sched- 
uled to return to the United 
States. He planned to leave 
Tokyo today. 

Rhee said he and Robertson 
had “pretty nearly covered all 
the points” in their almost daily 
conversations. He indicated the 
remaining details could be 
straightened out by other repre- 
sentative Americans, such as 
Ambassador to Korea Ellis O. 


Adlai Stevenson Held at Gunpoint 
By German Soldier in Red Berlin 


BERLIN, July 11 (AP)—A 
Communist East German peo- 
ple’s army soldier held a tom- 
my-gun on Adlai E. Stevenson 
in East Berlin today and said in 
English: “You move and 
shoot.” 

Stevenson held still. For 20 
minutes, Red police and soldiers 
detained the Democratic leader 
and his party of seven persons 
who had set out to tour the So- 
viet sector of Berlin. 

Before letting them go, the 
police seized all the pictures the 
group had taken of Stevenson 
clambering around the ruins of 
the bunker on Wilhelmstrasse 
where Hitler is believed to have 
committed suicide. 

Then Stevenson completed his 
tour of East Berlin without fur- 
ther incident—but with no more 
picture-taking. 

Before crossing over to the 
east zone, a had com- 


mented, with reference to the 
June 17 rebellion: “The flame 
of resistance to tyranny burns 
ever bright” in East Berlin. 


“I pray for the day when Ger- 


j | many will rise again in freedom 


and unity,” he told Lord Mayor 
Ernst Reuter and other western 
city officials as he signed the 
golden book at the City Hall. 

“From what I have seen, it 
seems that West Berlin is win- 
ning its struggle against the dev- 
astation of war.

MOSCOW, July 11 ‘(AP)— 
Western observers believe Soviet 
Jeaders plan to announce broad 
reforms affecting millions of 
citizens as an aftermath of Lav- 
renty P. Beria’s ouster. This 
opinion was expressed as the 
Russian press today reported 
videspread popular denunciation 
of the former deputy premier as 
an enemy of the people. 

The reforms were expected to 
, include important changes in the 
administration of Soviet law and 
agricultural policies, as well as 
price cuts and moves to increase 
the Russian standard of living. 

An editorial in the Commu- 
nist party newspaper Pravda 
gave support to the view that 
some changes were in the wind. 
It charged Beria had used his 
power as first deputy premier 
and police chief to block “im- 
portant and urgent” measures in 
agriculture and law reform. 
With his removal it seemed logi- 
cal that the government would 
go ahead with these measures. 

Denunciations Pour In. 

Pravda said the entire Soviet 
people warmly approved the ac- 
tions of the party and the gov- 
ernment -against Beria, fired 
from the party jand government 
as an “agent of international 
imperialism.” ‘ 

Millions of Soviet people 
“wrathfully condemn the crimi- 
nal actions of the inveterate 
enemy of the people and the 
party, Beria, and call for inten- 
sification of revolutionary vigi- 
lance,” the newspaper declared. 

The Moscow radio said that 
in factories, offices and enter- 
prises “mass meetings trams- 
formed themselves into power- 
ful demonstrations of the unity 
of workers who are closing 
ranks around the central com- 
mittee of the Communist party 
of the Soviet Union and the 
Soviet government.” 

“Speakers at the meetings,” 
the broadcast said, “spoke 
frankly about the’ case, hostile 
actions of Beria. Workers, en- 
gineers and officials declared 
readiness to devote all their 
strength to the cause of the 
vi Communist construc- 
tive k.” 

The radio reported messages 
from all parts of thé Soviet 
Union are pouring iritto Moscow 
indorsing the case against Beria. 

No Policy Changes Expected. 

Western sources here expressed 
the view that Beria’s ouster did 
not indicate any policy reversals 
by Premier Malenkov’s govern- 
ment, but rather a strengthen- 
ing of those policies. 

(Western European diplomatic 
sources also speculated that the 
purge of the former police czar 
did not indicate any change in 
Russian foreign policy.) 

Although Beria was officially 
accused of attempting to “under- 
mine the Soviet state in the in- 
terest of foreign capital,” Prav- 
da said little on this theme. 

Calling for a strengthening of 
“leadership in all links of the 
party and state apparatus,” the 
editorial repeated most of the 
original denunciation of Beria 
and added long quotations from 
various, speakers at workers’ ral- 
lies throughout the nation. 

‘Foul Provocateur.’ 

It also declared: 

“Foul provocateur and enemy 
of the party, Beria, who was 
cleverly disguised, worked his 
way by various machinations in- 
to trust and crept into leader- 
ship.” 

“The party teaches us to re- 
member and never forget the 
capitalist encirclement which is 
sending and will send into our 
midst its agents for subversive 
work.” 

“On this basis, party organi- 
zations are planning concrete 
measure for improving the work 
of selection and promotion and 
indoctrination of personnel for 
organization of mass political 
work among all groups of the 
population. 

“The necessity is underlined 
and emphasized with true force 
for the improvement of the en- 
tire matter of party propaganda 
for deep and creative mastery 
of all the victorious teachings 
of Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin.”

Gruenther and Ridgway spoke 
at a formal ceremony marking 
the change of command after

RUSSIANS 10 END 
STATE OF SIEGE 


IN EAST BERLIN 


Effective at Midnight— 
Other Red Zone Cities 
Still Under Martial 
Law. 


- 


BERLIN, July 11 (AP)—Seviet 
Maj. Gen. P. T. Dibrova-en- 
nounced today that martial law 
imposed on rebellious East Ber- 
lin June 17 will be lifted. at 
midnight. 

During 25 days of martial law, 
the Russian military comman- 
dant: in Berlin had confirmed 
the execution of one Berlin 
worker by his firing squads, 
More than 4000 Germans have 
been arrested in the Soviet sec- 
tor of the cjty, where more than 
a million persons live. 

Two days ago, Gen, Dibrova 
reopened the East Berlin border 
to normal traffic with the west- 
ern sectors after thousands of 
anti-Communist workers had 
staged defiant slow-down and 
sitdown strikes in protest aga{nst 
his continued iron control. 

Commandant’s Order. 

The Soviet commandant gave 
no reason for his order today. It 
said simply: 

“The state of siege declared 
in the Soviet sector of the city 
of Berlin on June 17 will be 
lifted at 2400 hours duly 11.” 

Allied officials said the .im- 
portant industrial cities of Mag- 
deburg, Halle and Erfurt are 
known to be still under martial 
law, however. 

East Berlin still seethed with 
discontent. Many workers con- 
tinued to be held in over- 
crowded Soviet and state se- 
curity police jails, awaiting trial 
as rioters. 

But the Russian general, who 
broke the June 17 revolt here 
with 25,000 armored troops, ap- 
parently was convinced that 
thousands of East German sol- 
diers could now maintain the 
Communist grip without further 
Soviet intervention. 

Anxious to Get Troops Out. 

There was no concrete evi- 
dence that the crisis in Moscow 
over police boss Lavrenty  P. 
Beria’s downfall had speeded up 
issuance of Dibrova’s order. But 
Allied sources said the Russians 
seemed generally anxious to get 
their divisions extricated as fast 
as possible from police duty in 
East German cities. 

The discrediated government 
of Red Premier Otto Grotewohl 
is still in office in East Berlin, 
heavily guarded by Communist- 
officered German troops. De- 
spite the enmity among 18,000.- 
000 East Germans toward their 
puppet rulers, no government 
changes have yet been put in 
effect by the Russians. 

Allied observers suggested the 
deadly struggle between Malen- 
kov and Beria in Moscow had 
temporarily delayed a sweeping 
purge of the East German Cabi- 
net. They forecast this would 
come soon, in view of Beria’s 
removal.

Three Men in the Annex 


In an eleventh-floor conference room of the 
State Department Annex, three men—Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles, French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault and the Marquis of 
Salisbury, acting British Foreign Secretary— 
are conducting talks which will be at least a re- 
hearsal of the postponed Bermuda conference, if 
not a substitute for it. Their conversations will 
reflect a re-thinking, if not a re-orientation of 
Western tactics and policies in the “cold war.” 

The Washington conference is not likely to 
lead to any immediate changes. In all proba- 
bility, new lines would have to be adopted on 
a higher level and they might even have to 
wait for the four-power conference proposed 
last April by Prime Minister Churchill, a con- 
ference which is not yet on the calendar. 

Yet as Harold Callender of The New York 
Times said, an international situation which a 
few months ago seemed rigidly frozen has be- 
come surprisingly fluid. The chief factor, of 
course, is the death of Joseph Stalin and the 
subsequent Russian “peace offensive.” This 
has been a matter of some actions—in East Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary and Turkey, for ex- 
ample—and of many words. Its true significance 
is by no means apparent and it may never be 
plumbed short of direct, hard-headed talks with 
the new Russian bosses. 

Nevertheless, it has had its effects. Its im- 
plied promise of a de-communized East Ger- 
many reunited with West Germany has weak- 
ened Chancellor Adenauer’s efforts for early 
implementation of the European Army compacts. 
Those agreements also seem higher on the shelf 
in France even though former Foreign Minister 
Schuman has said that he believes the Russians 
are ready to see all of Germany in the Western 
alliance. 

The lengthy cabinet crisis in France and the 
political weakness which it betokens, as well 
as the severe set-back suffered by Prime Min- 
ister DeGasperi in the recent dtalian elections, 
are facters in this complicated situation. So are 
the Korean truce negotiations, stopped just now 
by Syngman Rhee. And if these are poor cards 
in the Western hand, the Russians are holding 
even more deuces as exemplified by the upris- 
ings in East Berlin. 

The Washington conference will have to make 
a tentative evaluation of these and many other 
factors. S6 competent an observer as Walter 
Lippmann believes that this should lead to ad- 
justments in the Western position—a position 
which he believes weakened by ill-concealed 
differences between Washington, London, Paris 
and the other allied capitals. 

Others believe that the West should stand 
pat, that it should keep up the pressure while 
the Soviet position disintegrates. Strangely, the 
most ardent of the standpatters are those in 
Washington who would curtail or cut off the 
American aid which has so far supported the 
grand alliance of the West. 

There are opportunities as well as risks in 
this shifting picture. And it is to be hoped that 
the three men in the State Department Annex 
will make it easier for the West to stand togeth- 
er and make the most of its opportunities.

Sheriff Mosley has made a few raids, but in 
some of the major actions he has had to be 
prompted by outside agencies—once by the Gov- 
ernors of New Jersey and Missouri. In fact, a 
raid on a Wellston handbook in May was not 
made by the sheriff at all but by Capt. Joseph 
A. Wren and his city police gambling squad. 


Prosecuting Attorney Stanley. Wallach has 
brought action against some gamblers. But court 
records show that in most cases the defendants 
have been allowed to plead guilty to reduced 
charges and got off with relatively light fines. 

The state investigators, the County Council, 
the grand jury and citizens’ organizations have 
plenty to investigate in feeble county law en- 
forcement. This gambling infestation is just 
one more black mark against the county sheriff 
and police and the obsolete political system in 
which they work. 

No doubt the days ahead will add evidence 
to the need for a modern police force for an 
urban county. 
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Mr. Price Blocks a Bill 


Congressman Melvin Price of East St. Louis 
has temporarily blocked passage in the House 
of the D’Ewart mining bill, and this is all to 
his credit. Not only would the bill hamper any 
attempt at a thorough revision of the mining 
statutes; it also fails to restrict the right of 
claimants to title on the surface. 

As Mr. Price pointed out, the existing mining 
law is of 1872 vintage and “so loose and out- 
moded that it offers an inducement to individ- 
uals whose real motive is to get their hands on 
a piece of extremely valuable timber land” at 


._ @ bargain price. Some 2,000,000 acres of the 


national forests are now tied up by 84,000 min- 
ing claims, but fewer than 2500 of the claims 
are on land now producing minerals. 

Two bills that would better protect the Gov- 
ernment have been introduced. One would give 
timber to the mine claimant only if he paid for 
it at a price calculated by the Department of 


Agriculture. The other would reserve all timber 
to the Government, except where it interfered 
with actual mining operations. Either is infin- 
itely more in the’ public interest than the one 
Mr Price has so alertly blocked. 
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That Scream From Beeville 

Today's Letters From the People column con- 
tains three protests from our readers about tbe 
advertisement printed Tuesday, over the name 
of the “Committee for American Victory,” Bee- 
ville, Tex. All are opposed to the idea expressed 
in the advertisement, namely, that “Panmunjom 
is another Munich’—“a disgrace, a base, vile 
surrender and betrayal.” The heading for the 
advertisement was: “Don’t Let the U.N. Power 
Politicians Sell You and Yours Down the River.” 


The first letter takes the Post-Dispatch sharp- 
ly to task for having printed the advertisement. 
Its writer feels that an attack so bitter and so 
unrestrained on the truce efforts should not 
have been published. 

The second letter has no more use than the 
first for the contents of the advertisement, but 
commends the Post-Dispatch for printing it. The 
second writer finds the publication consistent 
with this newspaper's “democratic practice” in 
thus giving space to opinions with which it does 
not agree, in this instance “a flagrant emotional 
appeal to narrow selfishness.” 

As for the third letter, it comes from a Ko- 
rean war veteran who resents the language in 
the advertisement and recommends that those 
who wrote it volunteer for a march to the Yalu 
river. He neither commends the Post-Dispatch 
nor condemns us for printing the advertisement. 


The violence of the point of view of the ad- 
vertisement in question is in its own intemper- 
ate words. Sponsored by Dudley T. Dougherty, 
a well-to-do oil man ‘in Beeville and a member 
of the Texas Legislature, the advertisement calls 
the truce negotiations under President Eisen- 
hower’s direction proof of a “decadent, quiver- 
ing, sick, frightened America.” This fear-strick- 
en America, as Mr. Dougherty sees it, has “dis- 
honorably come to terms with our enemies.” In 
the effort to end the fighting in Korea, he says, 
“our appeasers 
brought us to disaster and dishonor.” 


The. Post-Dispatch does not agree with these 
statements any more than do our protesting 
readers. President Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles are not “U.N. power politicians.” 
They are not “appeasers.” They are not “‘col- 
laborationists.” They are our ranking officials 
in the field of foreign affairs, working on the 
most difficult international problem of many 
years: a solution to the war in Korea. 


Publication of an advertisement does not re- 
motely imply approval. As in this case, a news- 
paper may totally disagree with the contents of 
an advertisement, particularly one in the field 
of politics. 


The Post-Dispatch found the scream from 
Beeville singularly lacking in persuasiveness. 
Certainly it did not convince the writers of the 
letters on this page. Our guess is that those who 
were impressed by it were outnumbered many 
times over by those who, like “Skoshi Mad” of 
Columbia, Mo., would like to know “just what 
the angle is”—and, meantime, want no part of it.

Ratifying McGarthy’s Power 

Senator McCarthy lost the battle over J. B. 
Matthews, but won the war over who has the 
right to appoint staff members of his investigat- 
ing committee. By a straight party vote, in 
which Republicans who split with McCarthy on 
Matthews joined him on the proader issue, 
the investigating subcommittee decided that its 
chairman has sole authority to hire and fire staff 
members. 


The Democratic members of the subcommit- 


tee, one of whom is Senator Symington of Mis- 
souri, have done well to éxpress their protest 
by resigning. 

The incident is an illuminating reminder both 
of how McCarthy operates and of where lies 
the source of his power. Agile and shrew, the 
Wisconsin Senator is never afraid to make a 
tactical retreat for the sake of strategic ad- 
vantage. When the Matthews issue got too hot 
to handle, he was undoubtedly quite happy to 
trade off Matthews for the cementing of his au- 
thority to run his investigating show for his 
own special purposes. 

It is the leadership of the Republican party 
which enables McCarthy to do so. The G.O.P.° 
leadership gave him his investigating chairman- 
ship in the first place. It was the G.O-P. 
leaders who, in allocating funds for various Sen- 
ate committees at the start of the session, gave 
McCarthy’s group more money to play with 
than it had ever had before. And now his party 
colleagues on the subcommittee ratify McCar- 
thy’s exclusive power to hire and fire the staff. 

Let the Republican leaders never complain 
of the trouble that McCarthy causes this Re- 
publican Administration.

Who Will Speak for the Public? 


A cogent point about the Interior Depart- 
ment’s withdrawal from the Hell’s Canyon case 
is made by Public Power in an editorial re- 
printed on this page today. The Interior De- 
partment is the only agency with the staff, and 
the engineering information, to present before 
‘the commission the case for public vs. private 
power on the Snake river, says the magazine. 
So if the department continues in Secretary 
McKay’s announced intention to keep out of 
the case, the case will go inadequately pre- 
sented to the Federal Pawer Commission from 
the side of the public interest—and the hearings 
are already well under way. The National Hell's 
Canyon Association, formed by power-short 
public power districts in the region, has stepped 
into the breach, but can hardly be expected to 
fill it, valiant though its efforts are. 

From the side of the private interest—the 
Idaho Power Co.,—there need be no worry that 
the case will be inadequately presented. All 
the facts favorable to the company’s applica-, 
tion are being presented with all the skill and 
zeal the company’s staff of engineering experts 
can muster. 

It is almost as if the public interest were 
being weighed against the private interest with- 
out advice of counsel. Secretary McKay has 
promised, to be sure, that the department’s in- 
formation, plans and other data will be made 
available to the FPC. There is a considerable 
difference, however, between passively permit- 
ting information to be obtained, and _ actively 
pressing upon the adjudicating body the infor- 
mation which the public’s agent deems com- 
pellingly pertinent.

Despite conflicting engineering reports, Reclamation dam on 
Snake river is superior to Idaho Power Co. project, says public- 
ownership magazine; Interior Department is the only agency 
with staff to argue case before the Federal Power Commission. 


An Editorial in Public Power Magazine 


Few actions of the Department of 
Interior in recent years have aroused 
so much heated public debate as the 
decision of the department to withdraw 
its opposition to the Idaho Power Co.'s 
application to build the Oxbow project 
on the Snake river. 


Previously, the department had inter- 
vened before the Federal Power Com- 
mission to oppose the issuance of a 
license to the company, since the 
project conflicts with federal plans for 
construction of the 
multi - purpose 
Hell’s Canyon proj- 
ect. 

Since the _ an- 
nouncement of the 
Interior Depart- 
ment’s decision par- 
tisans on both sides 
of this issue have 
been vocal. Some 
favoring the Hell’s 
Canyon project 
have charged that 
Interior’s withdraw- 
al was “a sellout of 
the public inter- ‘Secretary McKay 
est.” Private utility spokesmen have 
hailed the department’s decision as a 
victory for free enterprise. 


The battle is now shaping up largely 
as a fight between public and private 
power, and certainly the benefits to be 
derived from public rather than private 
development are a vastly important 
consideration. 


Which Does the Best Job? 


However, we submit that there is a 
more fundamental issue at stake. That 
issue is: Which of the plans provides 
for the most comprehensive develop- 
ment of natural resources? 


There is, at the present time, con- 
flicting evidence on this point. Gov. 
Arthur Langlie of Washington said 
that when the controversy over’ the 
Snake river project began, he assigned 
an engineer to study its building cost, 
power potential and general feasibility. 
The Governor concluded from his engi- 
neer’s study that Hell’s Canyon is “any- 
thing but a good project.” 

On the other hand, a report of great 
significance ‘came to light strongly ree- 
ommending the Hell’s Canyon project. 


This was the report of John S. Cotton, 
consulting engineer of California. who 


‘was asked last. October by the Interior 


Department to make a comprehensive 
study of the Government's proposed 
project and the plans advanced by the 
Idaho Power Co. 


Report for Public Power 


Mr. Cotton’s report was submitted to 
the department on Feb. 25, 1953, but it 
had not been made public by the de- 
partment as Public Power went to press. 
However, the Wenatchee (Wash.) Daily 
World has obtained a copy of the re- 
port, and has published portions of it. 
The report not only states that “the 
Hell’s Canyon multiple purpose scheme 
is from all points of view superior to 
the schemes proposed by the Idaho 
Power Co.,” but also concludes that 
neither of the two plans of the Idaho 
Power Co. is economically feasible. 
(Editor’s Note: The report has since 
been made public.) 


Mr. Cotton’s report is not to be re- 
garded lightly, for he has a distin- 
guished record as a hydro-electric en- 
gineer, having served for eight years 
as chief engineer of the Federal Power 
Commission. 

Interior Secretary McKay, in an- 
nouncing the department’s decision to 
withdraw from the Oxbow case, present- 
ed some arguments which deserve seri- 
ous consideration. 

Certainly no one likes to play the 
role of the “dog in the manger,” as 


the Secretary feared he might be doing 
by continuing to oppose the Oxbow 
license. 


However, we submit that there were 
overriding considerations: 

1. There is a substantial body of evi- 
dence indicating that the Hell’s Canyon 
project is superior to the Idaho Power 
Co. scheme from the standpoint of com- 
prehensive development and benefits 
accruing to the people of the region. 


By continuing to intervene in this 


case the department would in no wise 
have usurped the responsibility of the 
Federal Power Commission with regard 
to the issuance of a license for the 
project. 

As an intervener the department 
merely would have taken an active role 
in pressing for the most comprehensive 
development of the Snake river. 


If the Federal Power Commission felt 
that other considerations were of para- 
mount consideration, nothing in the 
Interior Department's role as an inter- 
vener would have precluded the com- 
mission from issuing 4 license to the 
Idaho Power Co. 


Evidence Is Convincing 


2. As the agency which developed 
the Hell’s Canyon project, the depart- 
ment at the present time is the only 
agency which has staff, statistics and 
engineering information adequate to 
present the Hell’s Canyon case before 
the commission, 


Hence, by withdrawing, the depart- 
ment has, in effect, thrown in the 
sponge on a plan which would provide 
more power and more flood storage 
than the Idaho Power Co. plan. 


There is a majestic air of finality 
about the construction of a huge dam 
such as Hell’s Canyon or the Idaho 
Power Co. project. 


Once the earth has been moved, once 
the concrete has been poured, the struc- 
tures are destined to serve mankind for 
well over half a century. 


When they are in place, it is too late 
to say that another plan would have 
made better use of God-given resources. 

It is therefore of the utmost impor- 
tance that no effort be spared in devis- 
ing’ and implementing a plan which 
would provide for the most comprehen- 
sive development of those resources. 

From this vantage point, the evi- 
dence for Hell’s Canyon is cohvincing.

How Do You Define a Man? 


YOU SHALL KNOW THEM, by Vercors, translated 
from the French by Rita Barisse. (Little, Browa 
& Co,, 249 pas... $3.40.)

This is a closely reasoned comedy on 
the question “What is Man?” It is one 
of those stories that seem to move not 
so much by the author's artifice as by 
an inner satirical energy in the idea 
itself. 

On an island near Australia, some 
jaw-fragments have been dug up which 
set the anthropological world buzzing. 
They combine distinctly human and dis- 
tinctly apelike characteristics. An exe 
pedition, hastening to the island, finds 
not fossils but living beings, pithecoids 
which—or whom—they call “tropis.” 
For by the customary tests, the race 
is neither ape nor man. In every men- 
tal and physical re- 
spect, it stands on 
the borderline, 


This fact, of 
course, has enor- 
mous professional 


implications for the 
scientists. For the 
tropis themselves, 
the technical ques- 
tion of their hu- 
manity is also enor- 
mously important, 
An Australian mag- 
nate sees in them 
a unique opportu- 
nity to build a 
great domestic tex- 
tile industry by exploiting “animal” 
labor. Some of the scientists are deter- 
mined to prove the creatures human 
to protect them. 

Accompanying the expedition is an 
English journalist named Templemore;: 
and “You Shall Know Them” (the July 
selection of the 
Club) is mainly the story of: his very 
unprofessional attempt to show what 
enormous implications the problem has 
for the world. 

Templemore provides 
withal to inseminate artificially a fe- 
male tropi, and to everyone’s embarrass- 
ment she becomes pregnant. This igs 
not proof. Tropis can likewise inter-- 
breed with apes. 
the courts can be compelled to recog- 
nize the legal identity of one of the 
creatures. And, returning to England 
with his furry mate. Templemore per- 
forms the sacrifice of Abraham. 

Thus he forces upon a British jury, 
on the Cabinet, on a Royal Commission 
and on the attention of mankind a de- 
bate postponed for thousands of years, 
The wrangle proliferates among all the 
creeds and breeds of England: and the 
author never falters in ideas or charac- 
terizations. 

It might be argued that the question 
“What Is Man?” is not really so impor- 
tant as Vercors temporarily makes us 
suppose. But his answer—that it is the 
religious impulse that marks man apart 
—is bewitchingly ambiguous. It con- 
trives to leave unanswered the question

DE SOTO AUTO OUTPUT CUT, 
COMPANY BLAMES STRIKE 


DETROIT, July 11 (AP) — 
Chrysler Corp. cut auto produc- 
tion at its De Soto plant yester- 
day and laid off 1200 employes 
indefinitely. The company 
blamed the 40-day-old tool and 
die industry labor dispute. It 
said the dispute also had caused 
the layoff of 2000 Jefferson- 
Kercheval plant Chrysler work- 
ers here two weeks ago. 

Union sources differed with 
the company, however, as to 
what was behind the cut. 

The company said the tool and 
die strike in Detroit area shops 
had set back the scheduled start 
of production of 1954 models. 
Therefore, a spokesman said, 
output of the previously fixed 
number of 1953 models had to be 
“stretched out” over a longer 
period of time or the plant 
would have had to be closed.

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SENATE APPROVES 
D-BILLION FUND BILL 


Total for AEC, Three Agen- 
cies Is $45,000,000 Less 
Than Voted in House. 


WASHINGTON, N, July 11 (AP) 
— The Senate late last night 
voted more than five billion dol- 
lars to finance the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission and three other 
Government agencies during the 
year which began July 1. 

The measure, largest money 
bill to come before the Senate 
this year, brings to eight the 
number of appropriations bills 
passed by the Senate. 

Of the 12 needed to run the 
Federal ot gum the House 
has passed 1 

The en bill approved yes- 
terday voted these amounts: $3,- 
961,968,000 for the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration: $1,057,781,000 for 

AEC; $189,721,000 for the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, and 
$29,882,400 for the Selective 
Service system. 

The total is more than one 
billion dollars less than the 
amounts asked by President 
Truman. 

The bill earried $45,000,000 
less than a companion measure 
passed by the House. 

This difference will have to 
be compromised with the House 
in a conference committee com- 
posed of members of both 
branches.

Disease Report

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


OW that the year has passed 
N te half-way mark, a review 

of the records of the St. 
Louis Communicable Disease 
Control Section reveals the fol- 
lowing information on the inci- 
dence of some of the major re- 
portable diseases. 

Four cases of diphtheria and 
no deaths have been reported 
this year as compared to two 
cases for the same period in 
1952 

There has been a definite de- 
cline in both morbidity and mor- 
tality for this disease in the past 
two decades due to the very 
potent measures available for its 
prevention. However, if we are 
to keep our gains here there 
must be no relaxation in our 
program of immunization for 


babies and “booster” shots for 
school children. 
_ _ _ 


THE DOWNWARD TREND in 
the incidence of whooping 
cough has brought both reported 
cases and deaths to all-time low 
levels. 

Morbidity and mortality for 
this disease have decreased over 
90 per cent in the past 10 years. 
Only 19 cases and no deaths 


have been reported since Janu-: 


ary. 

Unlike other communicable 
diseases, temporary passive im- 
munity is not transmitted by 
mothers to babies, which makes 
it all the more imperative to 
have babies immunized against 
whooping cough as early as pos- 
sible, preferably Within the first 
three months of life. 

Measles shows a definite up- 
ward trend this year with 1131 
reported cases as compared to 
169 cases in 1952. There has 
been one measles death. 

Measles has by far the highest 
recorded incidence of all the 
communicable diseases of child- 
hood with a relatively small de- 
cline in case rate over the past 
decade. 

The Health Division has avail- 
able to practicing physicians, 
gamma globulin for the protec- 
tion of babies exposed to meas- 
les and older children for whom 
temporary protection is advis- 
able.

SCARLET FEVER, with 212 
cases reported to date as against 
160 cases for the comparable 
period in 1952, tends to be mild 
in nature. Deaths from this di- 
sease are now extremely rare, 
none naving occurred among St.

Old Corinth

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia. 
NE of the pictures of Greece 
I think I shall keep in my 
mind is the blue sea of the 
Mediterranean or rather of the 
Gulf of Corinth and the little 
red-tiled roofs of the white- 
washed houses in the daytime. 

All the houses have their 
doors and windows shut and 
look almost unoccupied, but 
that is because if they are 
opened, the flies will flock in. 
As soon as the light comes in 
the morning, they begin to buzz 
in your room, but they seem to 
disappear «~mpletely with the 
evening light. 

You cani nelp feeling that a 
few good American screens 
would be useful, but two pur- 
poses are served by shutting up 
the houses. They are kept cool 
within their thick walls, and 
since most of them have no 
refrigeration, I suppose how 
cool you can keep your house is 
important even to the food sup- 
ply. Some things are undoubt- 
ely kept in water just as they 
used to be at home with us. 

* * * 

WE LEFT PATRAS at about 
9 one morning and drove along 
the sea most of the way, looking 
at the mountains on both sides 
and thinking what a wonderful- 
ly fertile valley part of this 
land was after the arid land we 
had gone through over the 
mountains. About 11:15 we 
found a beach with some shade 
and we stopped and went in 
swimming and then lay around 
in the sun for a little while, 
writing letters or sunning our- 
selves. Shortly after 1 p.m. we 
went up and asked the small 
restaurant proprietor if he 
would let us sit at one of his 
tables and eat our picnic lunch. 

By 4:30 we reached ‘old Co- 
rinth, but it was still so hot 
that we décided to go into the 
museum first. We had hardly 
started walking around when 
Mr. and Mrs. Dinsmore, who are 
living at present at the Ameri- 
can excavations in Corinth, ap- 
peared. Just back from Athens, 
they welcomed us warmly and 
walked about the museum with 
us and then took us to their 
house for a cup of tea. It cer- 
tainly was welcome for the sun 
was still much too hot to go 
over the excavation. By 6 o’clock 
it was a real joy to see what we 
could under Mr. Dinsmore’s 
guidance.

IT WAS DELIGHTFUL hav- 
ing him take us around, for he 
told us many of the old legends. 
Then we saw the old drinking 
well in the city which goes back 
to 400 B.C.
